CHEAP TRANSPORTATION 
Resignation of 
Brown Accepted 
As Head of OPA 


DALLAS, Texas, Oct. 21— UP)— 
Vice P resident H enry A. W allace 
says “The day of accounting has 
come” and th at “destructive prac­ 
tices in 
transportation and sup­ 
pressive governm ental politics un­ 
der which monopoly thrives m ust 
now yield to the needs of the com­ 
mon m an.” 
W allace charged in an address 
to civic and 
labor leaders here 
last night th at 
a transportation 
monopoly has cheated the public 
of cheap transportation and full 
industrial developm ent, and 
was 
seeking still fu rth er power, and 
added: 
"P rivate rate bureaus and rate- 
m aking conferences through which 
railroad bankers and railroad m an­ 
agers have been able to 
exact 
from the 
people 
unconscionable 
rates for rendering an Indispens­ 
able service m ust be stripped of 
their power and 
their 
activities 
confined 
to 
legitim ate 
practices 
in the public interest. 
“A clean-cut declaration of legis­ 
lative policy m ust insure to the 
newer form s of transportation an 
opportunity to develop without sup­ 
pression. 
Com petition m ust be re­ 
stored.” 
He said the In terstate Commerce 
commission did not now prescribe 
all transportation rates na m any 
believed, th at actually more than 99 
per cent of the charges set by pri­ 
vate rate bureaus and conferences 
of the carriers becam e "effective 
w ithout action by the commission." 
Would Solidify Empire. 
“Those who guide the destinies 
of the railroads,” the vice president 
said, “propose to solidify and m ake 
perm anent their em pire through
